Oscar Parks, Frank Stecksor and 
William Stringer. 
Also killed between issues was 
Charles Premies at O’Gara I by 
a fall of coal; Robert A. Dunn and 
Ed Edwards by a fall of slate at 
Galatia mine; and a man named 
Meyers at O’Gara l l in Eldorado.

Doctors Find 
Pope Weaker, 
Recovery Halted 


Five Specialists 
Called as Pontiff 
Suffers New Hiccups 


VATICAN CITY a? _ A team of 
doctors found today that Pope Pius 
XII is weaker and his recovery 
has halted. 
Five specialists consulted at the 
bedside 
of the ailing 
78-year-old 
pontiff in an atmosphere of urgency 
resulting from a recurrence of the 
hiccups which have plagued 
him 
repeatedly for many months. 
It 
! was the third examination in 
five 
days. 
The Pope was suffering from 
a 
mild case of anemia in addition to 
the new attack of hiccups, it was 
disclosed. 
The 
progress which 
brought him back from a 
brush 
i with death 12 days ago had halted, 
doctors said. 
His pulse was reported fluctuat­ 
ing slightly.

doctors decided during a 45-minute 
conference at the Pope’s bedside 
this afternoon to speed efforts to

her a $500 fur coat and to ease her 
I loneliness, she said. 
She thought she should go out 
I more often, she told officials, and 
I therefore paid for IOO lessons in 
I ballroom dancing at $8 each.

Arthur R Clark, long a figure 
I in Saline County Republican poli- 
, tics, died yesterday afternoon in St 
John's hospital at Springfield and 
his body was being returned here. 
Mr. Clark, 77 years old, was in 
the hardware business in Harris­ 
burg for years and held a number 
of political appointments, the big­ 
gest being United States marshal 
His body was being brought to 
the Turner funeral home where it 
will lie in state and the funeral 
will be held there Friday at l l a. 
rn. 
Burial will be at Clay City, 111. 
Born in Wichita, Kansas. Nov. 
28, 1877, Mr. Clark came with his 
family to Illinois, where his father, 
, T. J. Clark, vras prominent in Re 
publican politics and was a member 


I of the Southern Illinois Peniten­ 
tiary Board of Commissioners for 
nine years. 
Arthur Clark served as superin­ 
tendent of the commissary depart­ 
ment at the penitentiary at Chester 
from 1901 to 1906. resigning to be­ 
come associated with John IL Dun 
can of Marion in the hardware busi­ 
ness. Then he came to Harrisburg 
to manage the hardware store. 
Later this business was taken 
over by the Clark-Martin Hawkins 
Hardware Co., a firm he organized 
and he became its president 
He 
continued to operate this store un­ 
til 1950. 
During his entire adult life he 
was active in Republican politics. 
March I, 1927, he was appointed U 
S. 
Marshal 
by 
President Calvin 
j Coolidge, the appointment being 
recommended by 
U. 
S. Senator 
Charles S. Deneen. 
This was one 
of the first major appointments 
ever to come to Harrisburg and 
Saline county and The Daily Regis­ 
ter of that day commented: 
"The 
appointment of Arthur Clark as 
United States marshal is a clear 
case of the office seeking the man.” 
For approximately eight years he 
j served as a parole officer under 
Gov. Dwight ll. Green and he was 
elected delegate to the Republican 
.National convention in 
Philadel 
phia in 1940. 
Always one of the leaders — and 
for a long time the chief figure — 
in county Republican Central com­ 
mittees, he served as a roomier of 
this group for years, last holding 
a post in 1952. 
At the time of his 
I death he was an employe in the 
office of the secretary of state in 
Springfield. 
Surviving are his wife and three 
children 
His wife is tho former 
Rose Snider, a former teacher in 
Saline county who was living in 
f arbondale when they were m ar­ 
ried. 
The children are Mary Margaret 
Barry of Cleveland, Ohio. Eugenia 
Maud Duncan of Marion and Vir 
:ginia Brenner of Golconda.

I first wife, Maud 
V Clark, mother 
of his three children, died here 
Dec. 4, 1949 
Other survivors are three broth

Harry Clark of Harrisburg, 
F aul ( lark of Kansas City, Kansas, 
and Stanley Clark of Quincy, 111 
and a sister.

GOP Must Draft 
Eisenhower, 
Hagerty Says 


WASHINGTON 
W h i t e 
House Secretary James C. Hagerty 
believes the Republicans must draft 
President 
Eisenhower to run in 
1956. 
He thinks any other course would 
he “foolhardy” because Mr. Eiscn 
flower is "the man best suited 
at this time in our history to guide 
the alfairs of our nation.” 
Hagerty expressed these views 
during an interview on the Mutual 
Broadcasting System s “Reporters 
Roundup” Monday night and em 
phasized he was voicing his own 
personal opinion. He said his words 
should not he interpreted us indi 
cating “what the President is going 
to do.” 
The subject came up when a re 
porter asked if it would be “ fool­ 
hardy” for the Republicans to ap 
proach the 1956 elections with any 
idea other than a “draft Eisenhow­ 
er” movement 
“If you want my own personal 
opinion,” Hagerty replied, “ I think 
the answer to your question would 
be that it would be foolhardy.”

tached to his administration. 
“My whole feeling on this is that
